Confirmed / probable

Old Disease, New Surveillance Issue

1999-2001: <10 cases reported (ArboNET)
2002: ~900 cases reported

2003 ~6,000 cases reported

Morbidity modest, mortality low

Not on NNDL but reporting encouraged
(ArboNET & NETSS)

NETSS EVENT code 10049 (2002)

CDC “recommended” case definition
available (2002)
